News is Whispered 


‘The whisper “Hindenburg ts 
dead” spread swiftly through the 
streets which Just 20 years ago 
flamed with the excitement of tm- 
minent war, 

‘The public learned that the Pres- 
{dent had surrendered at last 18 
his final battle first by a solemn 
radio broadcast and later through 
black bordered newspaper extras. 

‘The sorrow which immediately 
struck the national heart_was for 
most part allent and was tempered 
by the knowledge of the inevita 
bility of the death of thelr Prest- 
dent, There was absence of laugh= 
ter and loud conversation in Ber. 
Min today. 

“He was old enough,” said a tax 
driver. “After all, he was 86 years 
old”, But the sorrow in his voice 
contradicted the harshness of his 
‘words, 

For thousands of soldiers who 
had fought in the great war, the 
death wag the passing of a man 
who had been thelr comrade as well 
as thelr leader. For these men

Deaths Froin External Violence 
The number of deaths in Canada from 
external violence during 1933 was 6,173 
as compared with 6,645 in 1932 and 7,172 
in 1931, The rate per 100,000 population

+ 1926-1933 for which vital statistics have 


been compiled on the same basis for all 
provinces. The highest rate recorded dur- 

g this period was 73 per 100,000 jn 1930. 

Suicides numbered 917 in 1983, as com- 
pared with 1,024 in 1932 and 1,004 in 
1931. The death rate from suicide was 8.6 
in 1983 as against 9.8 in 1932 and 9.7 in 
1931. The year 1983 marked the first im- 
portant recession in the suicide rate since 
its marked upward movement in 1930. 
There were 142 nomicides in 1933 giving 
a rate of 1.3 per 100,000. These figures 
compare with 158 deaths and a rate of 1.5 
in 1932 and 172 deaths and a rate of 1.7 


in 1931, « 


The number of deaths resulting from 
accldents in 1933 was 5,114 and the rate 
48 per 100,000, as compared with 5,463 
deaths in 1932 giving a rate of 52 ‘and 
5,996 deaths in 1931 giving a rate of 58. 
‘The 1933 rate was the lowest during the 
period 1926-1933. 

Drownings in 1933, exclusive of those 
occurring in land or air transportation 
numbered 993 or 20 per cent of the total 
of fatal accidents. Land transportation 
accounted for 1,331 deaths or 26 per cent 


,of the total. Of those, deaths in automo- 


bile accidents numbered 954 or 19 per 
cent of all accidental deaths. Excluding 
those cases where an automobile was in- 
volved there were 204 deaths in railroad 
aecidents and 21 in street-car accidents. 
Accidents in mines and quarries accounted 
for 71 deaths, 23 persons were killed dur- 


ing the year in aeroplane and balloon 
accidents,
